Xthe coal business the Administration has apparently decided 
* to let her rip. For thc mining of coal does not at the moment 
happen to be so much of a public service as it was during the 
last strike. 


Coal was in domcncl at that time, and a strike of the mm«»r« 


was, if we remember correctly, an attack on the foundations of 
the Republic. Coal is not in demand just now, a lay-off for a 
few weeks is not at all inconvenient to the operators and, there- 
fore, their refusal to enter a conference has nothing to do with 
the foundations of the Republic. 


This habit of thinking about the foundations of the Repub- 


lic when it is convenient and of not thinking about them when 
it is more convenient to liquidate labor has defects. 
It con-' 


vinces too many people that high talk is just pretext and bun- 
combe. It does not make for confidence in the evenhanded- 
ness of government. It permits too many people to say with 
too much justice that the inconvenience of thc operators is 
more than Washington can bear to face. 


Days For Detective Stories 


'TVHE world has always had a kindly interest in thc detective 
JL story, but best-informed minds agree that this interest was 
never so kind as now. Publishers hunt for good mystery novels., 
Magazines are full of them. Authors lucky enough to be able 
to write this "trash" (thc job is none so easy) make profits that 
would satisfy a meat packer or a movie star. 


This golden age of thc mystery maker has usually been 


attributed to the tired business man. Jn reality he has noth- 
ing to do with it. As a matter of fact, the business man of to- 
day, tho tired enough, is not nearly so tired as he was ten or( 
twenty-five or fifty years ago, having shorter hours, more exer- 
cise and vacations, and less difficulty in making a living. The

For example, 
Fiske concedes that there was a "grain of truth" in the charge 
of the Boston Gazette that "bribery and corruption" were em- 
ployed to buy support for thc ratification of the Federal Con- 
stitution in Massachusetts. 


Over in Pennsylvania, when the debate in the state con- 


vention was going against those who urged ratification, the sup- 
porters of thc Constitution I,rot up the Pennsylvania Herald, 
which was reporting the debate, and suppressed the reports of 
the discussion. John Bach McMaster, a descendant of Benjamin 
Franklin, whose work as a historian is unquestioned, expressed 
the opinion that a little study will show that "in filibustering 
and gerrymandering, in stealing governorships and legislatures, 
in using force at the polls, in colonizing and in distributing 
patronage . . . the men who founded our state and national 
governments were always our equals, and often our masters."

selves in a vain effort to obtain a re- 
dress of grievances and in the end bo 
subjected to more oppressive policies 
than before. 
His services 
in 
the 


American army and his influence in 
attaining the 
independence of 
the 


colonies are matters of history. When 
it came to the founding of the govern- 
ment it was he along with Franklin, 
Jefferson. Rush nnd others of 
their 


kind who sought to establish a demo- 
cracy free of royal convention and ii.- 
siiring tho largest measure possible of 
the principles of personal liberty and ' 
social progress. They were but partly 
successful and where they failed to 
secure Uoeir objectives we fail now 
to realize them. Just as they foresaw, 
the restraints that were provided fort 
the free expression of the will of the 
people would operate in time to pre- 
vent the reform or abuses that would 
grow and become defiant of every at- 
tempt to curb or control them. 


The conventions of English royalty 


have been as obstructive to Knglish 
progress as they have been 
to our 


own. 
English royalty has persistently 


hold fast to the abstract doctrine of 
the divine right of kings and it never 
has let an opportunity get by with- 
out asserting that right so fa- as it 
dared to go and its sympathies have 
always been wiih the side asserting i 
that principle. 


During the Civil War English aris- 


tocracy backed the slave power 
so 


far as it dared to go and did its ut- 
most to force the masses of English 
working people to demand the lifting 
of the blockade of southern ports to 
enable the aristocracy to

The English Monarchy affords the 


most favorable, the best that can be 
offered in favor of monarchlal govern- 
ment and the best that can be said of 
it is that 
it never 
recognized 
the 


rights of common humanity until it 
was forced to do so by the united de- 
mands of common humanity. Today 
English Aristocracy in its fight 
for 


peU preservation Is allied with special 
privilege 
for 
English 
Monarchy 


against common humanity in all its 
wide domains. 
It is crumbling for its 


Inevitable fall. There will be no re- 
construction for it any 
more 
than 


thr»rp will br> for the Hapsburgs and 
Romanoffs. 
Tho end of the coalition 


between aristocracy and special privi- 
lege in Great Britain will herald the 
downfall of such alliances elsewhere 
and when that situation is thrust upon 
tho world tho only logical reconstruc- 
tion for society morally, economically 
and politically, will bo the abandon- 
ment of the discredited and demoral- 


ised institutions responsible for the 
present world chaos and the adoption 
of such princ'plrs for human 
guid- 


ance as will insure equal opportunity, 
justice and thc greatest degree of hap- 
piness for all. That can never be un- 
til the masses force the inconipeteuf. 
inefficient and selfish 
Interests 
to 


abandon their scheme of world exploi- 
tation and consent to the rule of rea- 
son and right by recognizing thc in- 
alienable rights of common humanity 
to the enjoyment of life, liberty and 
pursuit of happiness with all the free- 
dom consistent with 
public 
safety. 


That may be realized only by world 
federation.
